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PARANDLS 15 NEW
DISEASE IN ARMY

Men Becoms Excessively Deprossed
But Cases Curable—Praise for
“Wild West" Division

Camp Lewls, Tacoma, Wash., Fab.
10.—The army has & new mental
disease, known as “military paran-
ois" and many men who were abso-
lutely sane in eivillan Hfe have con-
tracted It actording to Major Robart
P. Smith, of the 91st (“Wild Weat")
divislon who has returned here from
overseas. Major Bmith is division
paxchlatrist, & mental expert, and
the tirst officer of the division repre-
sentiny men of the Pacifle coast to
return.

Major Smith arrived in advance
of his division to catalog cases of
shell shock as woll as those wound-
od men whose allments come within
the scope of psychiatry, which Is &
study of mental conditions.

The major s particulariy Interest-
ed in “military paranoia” the chief
symptom of which Is excessive de-
preasion. <

“Most of the cases are curable,”
eald Majojr Smith, “but the patient
must have the proper wrmnndlnu
and treatment.’

Major Smith had npothing but
praise for the men of the 51st divi-
sion declaring thal they were the
shock troops for the French and Bel-
glans during the Ilast three weeks of
the war.

“There is nothlng grander In the
war,” declared the officer, “than the
way men of the 91ist divislon distin~
gulshed themeelves In the Bt. Mi-
hiel drive and in the Argonne foreat.
Everyone in the west has a right to
be proud of the division and every
man o it

A sllver belt buckle bearing the
familisr “Gott Mit Uns" has been
brought for what Major Smith terms
a “concrete illustration of the disil-
jusionment of a German soldier.”
The former owner of the buckle en-
countered an American soldiér arm-
ed with a trench knife and shortly
after lost all Interest in the future
ownership of the bit of silver.

Although here to asrange for the
preparations for his soldier patianis,
Major Smith took time to secure a
10-day leave to spend on a honey-
moon, his marriage to Miss Ethel
Knapp of Seattls taking place the
day of his arrlval here from New
York.

CHOCOLATE FINE BAT
FOR GERMAN CHILDREN

Trier, Prussin, Feb. 10.—A car
load of chogolgte billed to the Ameri-
ean Army of Occupation was wreck-
ed near Trier recently. and scveral
German childran of families Hving
nearby ate such quantities-of the
swoets that doctors had to be ealled
in to treat them. XMany of the chil-
dren had never tasted chocolate he-
fore, this form of candy being among
the luxaries which Germany was
virtually unable to supply durlng the
war, and before the American salv-
Age créws got to work the young-
sters consumed thelr fill and then
started homeward with all they could
oarry. v

YEAR'S IMPRISONMENT
FORCALLING THEM HUNS

London, Feb. 10.—Because he re-
ferred to the Germans as “‘Huna"
Bergeant E. A. Boyd, a British sir-
man, who was captored was sentence
&d by them to & year's hnprisonment,
He has now returned to England.

With a lieutenant, Boyd was pa-
trolling off the Belglan coast In a
seaplane. They were shot down by
enemy destroyers and while Boyd
was In the water he wrote this maes-
sage: “"Shot down at 6:42, Being
pleked up by Huns." The pigeon to
which he entrusted the message was
unable to fly and fell into the hands
of the Germans. The two airmen
were taken to Bruges where they
were sent for by Admiral von Schroe-
der. '

“He was frightfally angry over
my message,” Boyd relates, “and be-
gan (o swear in broken English. The
only thing we understood cleavly
was that on the following day one of
us was to he shot. 1 had told him
that T had written the message.

“Later I wis conrtmértisled and
the court held that by onlling the
Germans ‘Huns' I had |nsulted the
officers and men of the German des-
troyers, and I was sentenced to 12
months imprisonment.

“For the first six months I was
absolutely starved. I gave away my
wateh for a slfce of bread.”
